Burke, who 
was iu charge of tlio party, was aware 
that tlio relatives of tho dead warriors 
would be at the railroad station when 
the train arrived at Rushville. 

It was also interesting to notice I Ho 
change of expression of the Indians in 
the cars as they neared their old home. 
Until the great bridge which spans the 
Nebraska was reached the buck* were 
boisterous ultd happy, but the instant 
the long train began to creak over the 
bridge every head was thrust out of 
the window, anil then hegim ouo of 
tiioM* weird song* it it Indian some¬ 
time* sing*. The bucks became un¬ 
easy and apprehensive. They were 
iteming their ugoncy, which to them 
’ meant a winter iu a bleak country, 
with little food uml fcquullid lodging*.

mothm Of the ball. As the wave* 
1 rocked the big can, the ball rolled and 
tumbled about in it* cage, and every 
i time it moved it struck the l>ell.

Unless Hie farmer counts Ids 
fuel and time employed In building 
Urea nothing, he had belter pay a 
quarter or half a dollar to Iho druggist 
for the liquid smoke. The latter has 
the advantage of never endangering 
outbuildings willi fires.

There la something In tlio 
theory that the longer a variety of po¬ 
tatoes la iu maturing, tik^ greater 
chance diseaie has (o attack It." ' Tlie 
same principle favors early planting 
and early varieties, in order to esca]ie 
attacks of tlio potato lieetlc. The old- 
fashioned peach-blow potato was so 
extremely late that it furnished food 
for successive crops of potnto larva; 
all through the summer until frost 
eainc. For this reason probably it 
waa the first to run out when potato 
beetles began to be numerous. 

Yet it is an unquestioned fact that 
•be larger proportion of potatoes 
grown for market arc of Into varieties, 
and late planted nt that. Tlio very 
early price is often much higher, and 
a few ure plsuled ns soon as the 
ground can be prepared, to meet the 
demand about the 1 th of ,Tnly, when 
91..50 to 9'-’ a bushel is Iho ruling prico 
for a few days.

What is tho use of kequng over 
from duly to April potatoes that in the 
lirstpiiaincd month will bring fancy 
prices for early, and which it is almost 
impossible to keep through the fall 
and winter without sprouting till their 
substance is wholly exhausted. If 
farmers want to grow their own seed 
potatoes of curly varieties they should 
plant as lute ns tho first to the middle 
of June, lly the time the potatoes are 
setting the weather will he cooler, and 
the fall ruins will usually have begun. 

Late varieties of potatoes are often 
ludter crops when planted qiillc late. 
An early planting for thorn means 
forming the tubers dtiri'ig the hottest 
and di vest season of the year. Iii|t 
seasons differ iu tin* respect, mid it is 
impossible to foreknow which planting 
shall be the best; but for carl} pota* 
toqt two pluutiiigs, the early format*® 
ket at higher prices, and t lie later for 
seed and :» larger crop, would seem to 
be advisable.—[Boston Cultivntor.

Cucumbers arc usually grown for 
pickles, aud a small variety, as the 
green prolific, is chosen. The laud i* 
well plowed aud harrowed and fur¬ 
rowed out four feel apart each way. 
At each intersection a shovelful of 
maiiuro is dropped nnd covered with 
soil, and four to six tecdsare dropped. 
These uro afterward Ihiuned out to 
three plant*, which are kept hoed, aud 
the tips of the vines are pinched off a* 
soon ns they begiu to meet, ho as to 
cncourugo the growth of lateral hIiooIh 
which bear the fruit. This is impor¬ 
tant, us the yield depends upon it. 

All the gourd tribe of plums have 
(his habit of bearing, and mile** 
punched buck in this way nre not 
fruitful. As soon n<* the fruit begins 
to appear, the crop in gathered daily; 
two or time inches is the best length, 
and when larger than this they are 
not suitable for picking. A good yield 
in ..o...p bundled thousand »»«»•• 
acre, and iho usual price i- front $1 to 
j?:l pec 1000 , depending upon the sup¬ 
ply and th** demand. It i* safest to 
contract the crop early in tho season 
to some dealer or pickling factory.-*—

Tn n glam cam in tho herbarium at tho 
Deportment of Agriculture which an in. 
vrriigating Washington Star reporter 
run ncrom there nrc a number of mo*t in¬ 
teresting vegetable curiosities. To be¬ 
gin with, there is n specimen of a plant 
native to Central America and known as 
the “vegetable cap,” beenuso the natives 
use Its flower sheaths for head cover¬ 
ings. Before the bud of this queer veg* 
etahle opens it is covered with a brown 
fibrous caso somewhat tho shape of an 
umbrella cover and about two and a half 
feet long. This sheath is pushed of! by 
the expansion of the flower, nnd being 
folded In telescopic fashion makes a 
very picturesque sort of hat indeed. 

There is also shown that remarkable 
weed, common on Kansas prairies,which 
makes horses drunk. The taste for this 
“loco” plant is not natural, but tbe an l 
mats cat it sometimes when other forage 
is short. Having once acquired the ap¬ 
petite in this way they prefer it to any¬ 
thing else and devour it greedily, being ; 
driven by It Into a frenzied intoxication. | 
At first they go round and round in a 
blind sort of way, leaping over a stick as 
if it was u five-burred gate, and other¬ 
wise conducting themselves absurdly. 
Finally they swell up and actually burst 
open. At one time a bounty was offered 
to ftersons who would pluck up the weed 
and deliver it to the authorities for burn¬ 
ing, so much being paid per quautity. 
But the stuff came in so fast as to gen¬ 
erate a suspicion that the farmers had 
found profit in cultivating it, and the 
bounty was withdrawn. 

Then there is the “vegetable dishrag” 
(hit grows in the Southern States, which 
is newly coming into use for such pur¬ 
poses as its nnmc indicates. It is very 
durable, something like u sponge in tho 
form of a sheet, nnd has the feci of a 
coarse Turkish towel when employed in 
the bath. Down South it is found 
serviceable in all bortsof other ways. 

Also is exhibited the “vegetable ivory 
plant, which is a soit of palm, native to 
the tropics, tlmt runs along the ground, 
making pods at intervals. Each pod 
contains from three to live of the uuts, 
which arc about tho size and shape of n 
bantam’s egg. The material of which 
they arc composed resembles ivory very 
much in appearance, is intensely hard 
snd lasts nearly as well os real ivory so 
long os it does not get wet. 

The “soap root,” which the miners of 
California use to wash their clothes with, 
is another remarkable plant. They soak 
their things over night together with 
the loot, which forms suds. Indians 
employ it in like mauncr for cleansing 
their blankets. 

In the same strungc case are pods of 
the Western yellow water lily, the cells 
of which are filled with black seeds, each 
of the bignejs of a small marble, which 
rattle about when the pods arc dry. In¬ 
dian babies arc supplied with them often 
for rattles. Alongside of these arc the 
red “sword beans,” which, grow in Flor¬ 
ida and are used a good deal for neck¬ 
laces and other articles of jewelry. Also 
you can seo tho seeds of the “ealthrope,” 
a floating water plant. These seeds are 
sometimes called “water chestnuts,” and 
upon a certain variety of them 31).,000. 
people in Coshinir depend altogether for 
food during live mouths of tho year. Iu 
Venice they arc called “Jesuits’ nuts';” 
Another seed of a curious nature is tho 
real nut, known as the “uuacardium,” 
which, when cut open, is -so poisonous 
as to produce effects like and quite a, 
bad os those of the poison ivy. A bold 
experimenter over at the Department put j 
a portion of the kernel of oueof the nuts 
in his mouth on a certain occasion not 
long ago, uud the next day his face was 
pretfv much all mouth and eruption. 

There arc shown, loo, some skeletons 
of cacti. The Indians out West soak 
the prickly pear plant and let the soft 
part rot away, so that only tho woody

Some peo¬ 
ple have an idea that their letters ought 
to go if they simply write the name of 
the town and not the State. They never 
pause to think that often there nre hun¬ 
dreds of towns in different States of the 
lame name and there nrc often towns of 
the same name in the same States. So 
the county must Ik* put on, or else the 
chances are that tho capacious maw 
of the dead letter office will receive it.

Farther on, between the earth 
twilight mid the sunset sky, a man and 
woman arc hoeing potatoes with their 
heavy, decp-bladcd piochcs, dusky sil¬ 
houettes in motion against the opal 
light; giving their whole strength and 
care to a struggle with tho difficult dark 
element below, while bathed uucon- 
scioaslv iu the price and radiance above.

be no doubt that they, ns well as 
horses, aro subject to it if they have 
been bitten by rabid animal*. In some 
cases dogs bite through thick hair on 
the legs or on parts of tho body that 
contain few blood vessels. But what¬ 
ever animal lias been exposed to the 
bite of a rabid dog should bo carefully 
watched, ami killed when symptom* 
of the disease appear.— [Boston Culti¬ 
vator.

A Mining Camp Incident. 

Koyal Maywood had a strange, 
eventful career. Philadelphia wa* 
hi** birthplace, mid in 1850, at the age 
of 20, lie left home for -California. 
Hit life leliccforih wa* associated 
with nil that wit* wild nnd curious in 
the society of the early iiiinent. 

In 1852 the mining camp* on the 
Sacrnir.ento were tilled with lawless 
diameters, and Maywood organized 
uml lutadcil the first vigilance com¬ 
mittee on the coast. He was elected 
Hlicriff* of Calveras county, and was 
the principal actor in the trial of Tom 
Brannon, a curious episode in tiie 
| early history of California. 

Iu 1854 Maywood and a party of 
I friends .were prospecting in a gulch 
running down to the Sacramento Kiv- 
cr and jnatle a rich tiiul. In two tveek* 
i u camp was organized with some 400 
! ini tiers, and the gulch for twenty 
miles laid off in claims Among the 
| new comers was mi Irishinaii named 
Tom Brannon, and with him a wife— 

| the lir*t woman that had come to any 
camp cast of San Francisco. The 
couple were made welcome, anil all 
hand* went to work uud built them a 
! log house. 

Brannon opened a suloon and pros¬ 
pered. lie was a jovial landlord, 
whose custom it was to give every one 
of hi* patron* lib morning cocktail 
for nothing, and lie became quite pop¬ 
ular. Ilis wife had but little to say, 
and hi* drc»s is different.” The inn- 
| jority thought Peek w»* wrong. May- 
worn I mid his pos-c examined the 
ground. The tracks showed that it 
wa* the left foot that lacked the toes— 
and a strip of red woollen, evidently 
part of u shawl, was found clinging

The three men walked into the sa¬ 
loon. Brannon received them with 
hi* usual civility.

In twenty minute* 
there wero 100 men on thc ground. 
Dr. Ifeilbruii was sent fur aud tho 
house searched. 

The murdered man’s watch uml a 
heavy gold ring were found, and a 
pair of slvor-inonutcd Derringer* 
known to belong to Moflit. A jury 
was chosen and hardly had they taken 
their seat* in the barroom when fur¬ 
ther investigation was inado unneces¬ 
sary, for the woman, with a volley of 
oaths, declared she would tell thc 
whole story- 

.She bad assisted her husband in 
carrying thc body of Hcilbruu away, 
and she also got MotHt out of Ills 
cabin hy a pretence, lie was struck 
down hy the husband. 

Xo time was lost, a rope was made 
fast to a pine tree limb in front of the 
tavern door, aud Brannon, cursing bis 
wife, was placed on a horse, tho loop 
fastened around Ids neck, the horse 
started, and the murderer's life ended. 

The tavern and goods wore put up 
at auction und brought $1200. With 
this, nnd mounted on a mule, the Wife 
started over the rnugo and was never 
heard of again. 

After many ndvcntiirea Maywood 
went to Mexico, und was in the min¬ 
ing boom there and'made a large for¬ 
tune. which lie augmented by marry¬ 
ing a niece of President Diaz. For 
the last four years he lived in Paris- 
—[Philadelphia Times.
